At the battle of Gérmantown, th_q1
Delaware Regiment_displayed signal brave-
ry in driving back the enemies lines three
miles through their own encdmpment. -
During the dark and gloomy period of
1778-"0, Gapt. " Kinkwoop ‘constantly re-
iained with the Delaware troops, gallantly
fighting in every engagement of importance
which oceured. - His slgepless devotion and
patriotie courage in the struggling eause of
freedom, soon attracted the sttention; and
called forth the admiration of Washington,
between whom there sprung up astrong and
lasting sriendship. 1lis refincment of man-

him a warm. friend, and an agreeable and
plensaut compavion. In the early part of
the year 1780, he accompanied Gen, Gates
to South Carolina, and participated in the
battles of Camden, Cowpens, Rudgley’s
Mills, Ninety-8ix and Eutaw Springs.

He was in every attempt against the
works at the seige of Nivety Six, and at
Eutaw, he fought with Spartan bravery.

At the Dattle of Camden, the Maryland
and Delaware troops covered themselves
with immortal glory, and upon the proud-
est fields of amartial Europo, there peyer was
displayed more daring courage, than wus ex-
hibited by them in this: engagernent. Af-
ter the close of the war, he became possessed
of an extensive tract of land by grant and
purchase in the Indian country on the Ohio,
and remoyed thither in the year 1700, It is
suid that he was at one time the only white
man seltled on the western bide of the river.
He set to- work with his usual energy and
resolution, and immediately crécted a log
cabin it the dusky wilderness, . Before, how-
ever, he had fully completed his rude tene
ment, he was suddenly assailed at night by
a band of Indians, Buspecting from some
suapicious movement in the morning that
they meditated an attack, he crossed the ri-
ver and procured aid. At night their flerce
yell reverberated through the woods and
gave warning of their savage intent. The
Indians, sure of meeting . with an easy
prey, were bold and fearless in their attack,
when suddenly and  unexpectedly a well
timed and well directed fire was poured on
them by Kirkwoon and liis recruits, which
sent them yelling back into the forest. Pan-
ic stricken at their Joss, they fled in procipi
tation and confusion, leaving. the little band
of brave and hardy pioneers the victors—
Kiuxkwoon was major by brevet in 1701
under the accomplished, though unfortunate
Sr. Cram, who was ordered by the govern-
ment to drive back the Indians on the fron-
tier of the west. Shortly afterwards le
gloriously fell at 8r.Cram’s defeat, fighting
with ardor at the head of lis Lrave and
dauntless detachment. This was.the thirty-
third time he had ficed death. on the san-
guinary fleld of strife. R
